Continuous convoy and individual uotor vehicle traffic 
between Jueterbog and the jerder-liarkendorft training grounds, 
and in Jueterbog proper, support the previous estimate that 
sone small clements of the 14th Gds ileez. piv and the 6th Tank 
Hiv remained at the post.
